The following draft Rules having reference to 
the Kendrapara Canal and the First Section of 
the “High Level Canal” from Cuttack to Ooloo- 
barriah, are bereby published under the provisions 
of Section XI. of the ‘Canals’ Act, 1864.”

I. Every vessel on entering either of the above 
Canale shall be liable to measurement for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining the amount of toll the vessel 
should pay, according to the schedule of rates 
authorized by Government to be charged on the 
Canal.

‘the goods which may have heen carried off, 
wherever and in Whatever state they may be 
found, shall be delivered to the owner, or wo the 
Consul, who will undertake to restore them. 

The sume course sball be followed in the ease of 
plander or robbery committed on the property of 
British subjects residing in the neiehbourhood of 
any inilitary station, whether on the shores or in 
the interior of Mudagascur. 

The local authorities, on proving that they have 
used every effort to apprehend the ollenders and 
to recover the goods stolen, shall not be pecuni- 
arily responsible for the loss. 

The same protection shall be granted in favor 
of the property of subjects of the Queen of Mala- 
gascar plundered or robbed on the coasts or in the 
interior of the British dominions, 

Arritce XVI, 

Her Majesty the Queen of the United King- 
dom of Great Britain and Ireland and Iler Ma- 
jesty the Queen of Madagascar hereby enguye to 
use every means in their power for the suppression 
of piracy within the seus, straits, and rivers sub- 
ject to their respective control or influence ; and 
Her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar engages 
not to grant either asylum or protection to any 
persons or vessels engaged in pirutical pursuits ; 
and in no case will she permit ships, slaves, or 
merchandize captured by pirates tu be introduced 
into her dominions, or to be exposed therein for 
eale. And Her Majesty the Qaven of Muadagas- 
ear concedes to Her Britannic Majesty the right 
of investing ber officers and other duly constitut- 
ed authorities with the power of entering at all 
times, with her vessels of war, or other vessels 
duly empowered, the ports, rivers, and crecks 
within the dominions of Her Majesty the Queen 
of Madagascar, in order to capture all vessels 
engaged in piracy, and to seize and to reserve for 
the judgment of the proper authorities all persons 
offending against the two Contracting Powers in 
this respect. 


Articte XVII. 

Her Britannic Majesty and Her Majesty the 
Queen of Madagascar being greatly desirous of 
effecting the total abolition of the trade in slaves, 
Her Majesty the Queen of Madagascar engages 
to do all in her power to prevent all such Traffic 
on the part of her subjects, and to prohibit all 
persons residing within her duminions, or subject 
to her, from cuuntenancing or taking auy share in 
auch trade. No persons from beyond sea shall be 
landed, purchased, or sold as.slaves in any part of 
Madagascar. And Her Majesty the Queen of

The present. Treaty shall be ratified by Her 
Britannie Vajesty and by Her Majesty the 
Queen of Madayasear, and the ratifications ghall 
be exchanged at Lofiion or Antananarivo, within 
the space af six months from thie date. 

But it, at any future time, it shall seem desir- 
able, in the interests of the subjects of either of 
the two Contracting Parties, to alter or to add te 
the present Treaty, such alterations or additions 
shall be eif-eted with the consent of both parties.
